THE MARQUIS AND HIS WIFE, 


The appointment of the marquis of Lorne 
to succeed Lord Dufferin as governor-gen- 
eral of Canada has naturally excited much 
discussion as to the fitness of the selection. 
His relationship to the royal family and his 
well-known ability combine to make the 
matter of great public interest. It is well 
known that the royal family of England is 
inconveniently large, and that but a very 
small part of them can ever hope to occupy 
athrone. Toease the nation of this super- 
fluity of royalty, varions schemes, more or 
less chimerical, have been devised, and this 
of giving the husband of Louise practi- 
cally complete control over Canada 
is evidently one of them. Had not the 
marqius of Lorne married the princess Lou- 
ise he would undoubtedly never have re- 
ceived this appointment. Said marriage, 
however, can hardly be said to be the re- 
sult of chance, for the marquis from his 
boyhood’s days has been a prime favorite 
with the queen, as he was with Prince Al- 
bert, and the marriage was decidedly one 
of choice, and not simply of political con- 
venience. His ancestry is most unex- 
ceptionable, he being descended from the 
second duches of Sutherland, who was 
once mistress of the robes to the —— 
This office is one of considerable political 
importance, perhaps the only office of po- 
litical importance in England bestowed 
upon a woman. It is in the gift of the min- 
istry for the time being, and is generally 
conferred upon a lady of high social rank, 
whose appointinent is likely to prove ac- 
ceptable to the sovereign.

At Eton he met as 
schoolfellows the*present Lord Rosebery, 
the Hon. Goonme oward, nephew of th 
late Lord Carlisle, the Lyttletons, Lord 
Newry and others now wathikaeen in the 
bigher circles of —_ society. In the inter- 
vais between school work he was not infre- 
quently a visitor at the home of the queen’s 
mother, the dutchess of Kent, and there 
used to take part in those delightful 
social gatherings of the young, in which the 
late prince consort was wont to show the 
heartiest interest. The queen herself would 
often receive the Argyll boys in her own 
home-cirele, and would question them as to 
their progress at the co!lege and upon the 
books they were reading. After Mentos 
Kton, Lorne entered the university of St. 
Andrew, at Edinburg, and afterwards 
studied at Trinity college, Cambridge, and 
afterwards took the continental trip, with- 
out which no English gentleman’s educa- 
tion As considered finished.

kings’ palaces, and each, we may add, was 
endowed with the inalienable wealth 
of character which cannot be 
misused, squandered or thrown 
For years it was thought desirable 
that persons admitted to alliance with the 
royal family of England should be abso- 
lutely unknown to the British public. The 
“Royal Marriage Act’? was directed ex- 
pressly against the union of princess with 
subjects. The secret marriage of the Duke 
of Gloucester in the latler part of the last 
century with Maria, the countess dowager 
of Wadegrave, had excited the ire of George 
IIIl., who been displeased before at the 
duke of Cesbedand’s matrimonial alliance 
with Lady Anni Luttrell.

Consequently the young 
couple were united in marriage March 21, 
1871. The ceremony was celebrated in St. 
George’s chapel at Windsor, and besides the 
host of celebrities who graced the occasion 
with their presence, 900 Eaton boys were 
yresent. The home life of the marquis and 
his royal bride hus been of the happiest de- 
scription, and neither of them has any cause 
to ourn for their union. The princess 
herself is a representative of the highest 
culture of the English nation, and has 
many and varied accomplishments, In lit- 
erature the marquis has had considerable 
success, while in politics he is among Eng- 
land’s leadingJliberals. Under his rule Can- 
ada must flourish, and he bids fair to be as 
reat a favorite as was Lord Dufferin, one 
of the ablest and most popular governors 
the province has ever had.

Telegrams to The Constitution. 
Wasuinetos, November 25.—In his forth- 
coming message the president will make 
the alleged outrages and violations of law 
in the south during the late congressional 
elections a prominent topic of comment. 
These will be condemned as forcibly de- 
priving a large number of citizens in speci- 
fied localities of the rights conferred by 
both the national and state authorities, 
thus preventing results expressive of 
their will in the administration 
of public affairs. The subject will be pre- 
sented tothe consideration of congress for 
such action as the circumstances demand. 
Owing to the decision ot the United States 
supreme court that the enforcement act was 
unconstitutional, it not being in specific ac- 
cordance with the fifteenth constitutional 
amendment, and the failure of the house in 
the forty-third congress to pass the senate 
bill designed to meet the judgment of that 
tribunal, there is no law to punisha class of 
cases affecting colored men _ which 
the act was intended to reach. The law 
relative to the election of members of con- 
gress, however, affords a remedy for some 
of the reported wrongs, inflicting a fine of 
$500 and imprisonment for one year on any 
person found guilty of illegally prosecuting 
or obstructing the free exercise of voting, 
and a fine of $5,000 and imprisonment for 
not more than ten years on those engaged 
in conspiracy for the same purpose. 


A POSTAL FEAT. 

A striking illustration of the extent and 
excellence of arguments for the interna- 
tional mail service, which have resulted 
from the postal union, is given in an official 
publication, received by our superintendent 
of foreign mails, from the Berne Centra! 
bureau. A resident of Chemnitz, Saxony, 
mailed at that place at 7 o'clock this even- 
ing, on the 24th of May last, a pos- 
tal card addressed to himself, carrying 
a request to all postmasters to dispatch it 
successively, and without loss of time, to 
Alexandria, Singapore, Yokahama, San 
Francisco and New York, and thence to 
Chemnitz, his object being to win a wager 
that, with the existing postal arrangements, 
the circuit of the world could be 
made by postal matter within 
120 days. The request was complied with, 
and a card arrived in Chemnitz from New 
York on the 117th day after the original 
mailing. The postmaster-general of Cer- 
many has caused this card to be phuto- 
graphed,and transmitted{a copy to the Berne 
international bureau, with the remark that 
had it been posted one hour earlier it would 
have accomplished its journey in 96 days, 
instead of 117. ; 
THE NEWMAN OUTRAGE, 


A New Orleans Times special from Frank- 
lin, La., dated November 24th, says the ob- 
ject of the attack on Newman’s house on 
the night of the 19th was to shut his mouth 
as to a visit paid him three nights be- 
fore by a person said to be Will. 
C. Wilson, mage attorney pro tem., who 
in the middle of the night demanded the 
election returns, saying he had just receiy- 
ed a telegarm from the attorney general 
authorizing the delivery of the returns. 
The attacking party knew the returns had, 
during the interim, been sent to New Or- 
leans, but as Newman continued to talk 
of a visit paid hiim,it was determined to put 
him out of the way. It is now known that 
Tom Wilson came to his death by a pistol 
wound in the head, made by oneof the at- 
tacking party. The wound in the arm was 
caused by Newman. I learn, on the higliest 
authority, that the democrats 
in the lower part of the psrish are deter- 
mined on investigation. A day or two 
after the election the ballot-boxes of St. 
Mary’s parish were taken from the court- 
house and destroyed by unknown parties. 
Newman had duplicate poll lists that were 
wanted to cover the evidence of fraud in 
the election. 

THE ENTRY INTO ROME, 
The king and queen,the Prince of Naples 
and the Duke of Aosta arrived in Rome to- 
day, and were most enthusiastically re- 
ceived. They were accompanied from Na- 
ples by Signor Cairoli, the presidents of the 
senate Bo chamber of deputies, and several 
ministers, and were welcomed at the station 
by all the members of the senate and chaim- 
ber of deputies, the civil and military au- 
thorities, guild’s and workingmen’s associa- 
tions, with flags and bands, and 
escorted to the Quirinal. The route of the 
procession was lined with stands for siyht- 
seers, and great crowds cheered their 
majesty. The whole city is decorated with 
flags and streamers, and to-night there is a 
general illumination. 
A correspondent of the Paris Temps, tele- 
graphing from Rome before the procession, 
states that the soldiers and gens d'arms 
were echcloned every fifty § metres 
along the whole route. There have been 
300 arrests in Naples. It is stated that the 
government has proofs of the existence of a 
vast association, the object of which is to 
kill the king. 
It is said that the internationalists hold 
25,500,000 lire proceeds of the recent bank 
robbery.

A STATUE TO HUMBOLDT. 


The colossal bronze statue of Alexander 
von Humboldt, presented to St. Louis by 
Henry Shaw and erecied in Tower Grove 
park, was unveiled vesterday afternoon with 
appropriate ceremonies, and in presence of 
ten thousand people. An oration in Ger- 
mati was delivered by Charles Ludeking, 
and another in English by Wm. T. Harris, 
superintendent of public schools. Governor 
Phelps has appointed all the congressmen- 
elect from this state as delegates to the com- 
mercial convention, which is to be held in 
New Orleans December 3d, excepting 
Messrs. Bland, Clark and Berner, who are 
members of the present congress and whuse 
presence is necessary in Washington at the 
time the convention meets. 


A JEWISH COMPLICATION,

The 
principal insurgents of Khatan have fled into 
the Russian territory. Said Chinese have 
murdered the youngest son of Yakoob Beg.

ERMINE SKETCHES. 


JUDGE GEORGE HILLYER, ‘ 
of the Atlanta circuit, isason of ex-Judge 
Junius Hillyer, and was born in Atbens, 
Clarke county, Ga., on the 17th day of 
March, 1835, and is now 43 years of age. 
He removed with his father’s family to 
Walton county in 1847, and was there pre- 
pared for college at a grammar school taught 
by Hon. Wesley W. Thomas, now of New- 
nan, Ga. He was an apt and progressive 
student, and when he entered Mercer uni- 
versity was known as one of the most 
promising young men in the institution. 
He graduated from Mercer in the class of 
i854, in August of that vear. 

Six months later, in February, 1855, 
he was admitted to the bar. of 


the Western circuit at Mon- 
roe, Walton county, and at once 
began and maintained until the breaking 
out of the war a successful practice of his 
profession. He became a yr man 
among the people, and in 1857 he was re- 
turned by the county as its representative 
in the legislature, serving honorably and 
acceptably during the sessions of 1857-58. 
His prominent characteristics as a legislator 
were caution, investigation of popular 
wants and remedies,and assiduous attention 
to duty. He was chosen assistant clerk of 
the house of representatives of the state 
legislature in 1859, and in 1860 was made 
chief clerk, in both positions serving with 
care, vigilance and entire acceptability. 
When the civil war opened he raised a com- 
pany in Walton county, and in May, 1861, 
went with it as its captain tothe front. In 
this command he served with coolness, 
bravery and meritorious zeal until the fall 
of 1863, when he was called to take the 
auditorship of the Western and Atlantic 
(state) road, in which highly responsible 
position he did excellent and valuable ser- 
vice, and manifested those superb qualities 
which have ever since strongly character- 
ized all his labors. 
At the close of the war he opened a law 
office in this city, and pursued the practice 
of his profession here, building up a most 
lucrative business and having a splendid 
clientelle. His position at the bar was 
above an equivocal one and for years he 
was ranked co-equal with the leaders of the 
profession in this city, whose bar is une- 
ualed for ability and brilliancy by any in 
the state. During the year 1870-74 he was 
the state senator from this district and was 
a very laborious and efficient worker 
in the days of Georgia’s redemption from the 
toils and wrecks of radicalism. He was a 
notable figure in that body during his ser- 
vice there. 
In June, 1877, upon the decease of the la- 
mented Judge Cincinnatus Peepies, Gov- 
ernor Colquitt was both disposed and able 
to meet a very popular demand for the ser- 
vices of Judge Hillyer upon the bench. He 
—— him to fill a vacancy, and Judge 
illyer at once assumed the responsibilities 
of this new and exalted trust. During his 
career as judge he has won the love and es- 
teem of the best people in his circuit, and 
by his firm and fearless administration of 
the law has secured the confidence of the 
people of the circuit and the state. 

Under the provisions of the new constitu- 
tion Judge Hillyer was the first of the su- 
perior court judges appointed by the gover- 
nor to serve upon the supreme bench in a 
case where one of the regular judges was 
disqualified. The case was one of the most 
important in the history of the state, and 
che opinion delivered by Judge Hillyer has 
won the encomiums of some of the clearest 
and most distinguished legal minds of the 
state, One of the ju of the court said 
that Judge Hillyerfdisp ayed a‘legal acumen 
ard quickness of perception that were nota- 
ble and that few men in Georgia would have 
so handsomely acquitted themselves in a 
case of the magnitude and importance of 
the one in which Judge Hillyer presided. 

Judge Hillyer's unanimous election by 
the legislature was ex No opposi- 
tion was mvoted against him.

But enough has been written (and ten 
times as much might be written) to demon- 
strate that correct answers will given to 
questions, the nature of which is utterly 
unknown to the medium, and the answers 
to which are known only to the questioner 
and the spirit yoo ; answers al- 
ways tally to question which may be 
simply*thought{ neither written nor spoken) 
and always carry information that the me- 
dium could not possibly know.

There were several of the gentlemen who 
were investigating the matter, who provided 
against this theory.

would appear on the slate. 

Again, frequently the name of some 
friend who had not been thought of for 
years would pop on the slate in the most 
unaccountable manner, often displacing 
some near relative with some such exclama- 
tion as “howdy, old boy,” “‘ean’t you give 
an old friend a word?’

If, therefore, the banks are such a won- 
derfulbenefit to the people, Mr.K nox’s fig- 
ures do not show it. The brewers, with 
one-tenth of their capital, paid moretaxes. 
The comptroller’s argument that the 
banks are a necessary support to the na- 
tional credit is equally fallacious. He 
claims that without them the exchange of 
four per cents for six’ per cents could not 
becarriedon. Thisisall bosh. The non- 
national banks could and would be as ef- 
fective in placing the four per cents as 
those of the nationalstripe. He, a repub- 
lican, then raises up the constitution to pre- 
vent a further issue of legal-tenders, quite 
oblivious to the fact that treasury notes 
without the legal-tender quality would be 
good enough—certainly as good as nation- 
albank notes. But he sees trouble in a 
coneurrent circulation of two kinds of 
treasury notes, one legal-tender and the 
other not. As that is precisely the pres- 
ent situation—a situation that Comptroller 
Knox greatly admires—this point is not 
convincing. The greenbacks and national 
bank notes have managed to rub along 
side by side nearly twenty years without 
dangerous friction or rivalry. The for- 
mer are legal tenders and the latter are 
not. A substitution of treasury notes for 
the latter would not, therefore, injurious- 
ly affect any interest whatever except the 
banks which have grown rich and power- 
ful on the advantages of a circulation that 
of right belong to the people. 


Mr. Hayes and Election Outrages. 

Mr. Hayes seems to be taking consider- 
able interest in what he is pleased to 
term “southern outrages.” Recently, 
when it was given out that he had joined 
the Conkling clan of bloody-shirt wavers, 
we briefly gave our views of the matter, 
dwelling somewhat emphatically upon 
the various causes and conditions which 
gave him an excuse for deserting the 
people of the country and falling into the 
hands of the politicians. Later, it was 
given out from Washington that the 
views of Mr. Hayes had been misinter- 
preted, and then all of us went into 
mourning because of the wrong we had 
done. We were consoled, however, by 
the fact that it was through no fault of 
ours. We had defended Mr. Hayes 
against democratic as well as against radi- 
cal enemies, and we took occasion to point 
out to him that any departure from the 
conservative line he had adopted would 
be fatal. His intentions, in inaugurating 
his policy, were questionable, 
but we did not question them. He 
started out with the avowed purpose of 
organizing a third party in the south, and 
for that purpose—avowed somewhat 
blatantly — he placed Mr. Key in the 
cabinet. It is needless to say that he 
failed. Lack of material and lack of im- 
pulse prevent the consummation of his 
purposes. The solid south, opposed by 
all the machinery of the government and 
by everything that made the confederacy 
impossible, invested the episodes of the 
new political era with a peculiar mean- 
ing. 

The loud-mouthed stalwarts are par- 
ticularly vicious when complaining of a 
solid south, and they face the situation 
by proclaiming that a solid south will 
create a solid north in opposition. In 
opposition to what? In opposition, as a 
matter of course, to good government, to 
financial reform, and to justice to all sec- 
tions. This is all the south wants. The 
stalwarts may put it down that all the 
clamor and all the noise from this 
end” of the line have been brought 
about by the impositions and 
the despotism of the republican party. 
We havebeen trampled upon by the 
federal legislature, reviled by weak but 
spiteful politicians, robbed and plundered 
by aliens, and yet when we talk of turn- 
ing our backs to the past and opposing 
the despotism and the corruption of the 
dominant party by the only methods now 
open to us, we are accused of disloyalty. 
Very well. Then we are disloyal, and 
defy the republican party, rotten and cor- 
rupt as it is, to array against the people 
of this section a solid north. We defy 
them to doit. Itis notamatter of sec- 
tional issue. It is a matter of justice and 
equity, and upon this we hopefully ap- 
peal to the people of the north in 1880. 
If the fever of hate and imposition is to 
be kept up, well and good. If the sec- 
tions are to be always divided by 
issues that are dead and buried, it is 
well that the issue should be made 
sharply manifest. This is the issue that 
presents itself to the country. Thesouth 
is only solid against the knavery of re- 
publicanism and in favor of bringing the 
government to the point of taking advan- 
tage of the sure and tried methods of 
statesmanship which have been laid aside 
by men whose only ambition was to rob, 
humiliate and oppress. 

We are led to these remarks by a tele- 
gram which appears in another column 
in relation to the president’s forthcoming 
message. We are bound to believe that 
the telegram is exaggerated, for the rea- 
gon that it seems to be little short of the 
impossible that a person who owes his 
elevation to election frauds of the most 
notorious character could reasonably 
complain of frauds that bear upon the 
election of congressmen. It is stated that 
alleged outrages in the recent congressional 
elections will be made a prominent topic. 
This is very well. If there were outrages 
—genuine outrages such as Howard Car- 
roll never reported,and such as Eli Per- 
ins “would: scorm to put upon paper— 
then the matter ought to be investigated 
thoroughly and impartially ; but it is hard- 
ly reasonable to suppose that a man who 
holds his seat in spite of the fact that a 
large majority of the American people 
voted against him, is the proper person to 
reccommend to the representatives of the 
people an investigation into matters of al- 
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duty of every true statesman and of every 
lover of his country to insist upon this... If 
these editors persist in engaging in this 
ignoble sport, let us remand them to the 
chain-gang.

GHIVALROUS GORDON. 


Concluded from Sunday’s Issue. 
THE TRUTH OF THE MATTER I8 


that if the war had never occurred General 
Gorden would have become quite as prom- 
inent in public affairs as he is now. The 
war came on while he was but a youngster, 
and he had but little of real work to show 
but there was no man in the two states of 
the same age who had anything like the 
prominence that he enjoyed. He was ad- 
mirably adapted to public life. Hand- 
some, eloquent, loyal and brave, he was also 
sagacious, earnest and studious. His powers 
of oratory, as described to me years ago b 
one who knew him, were exceptional. H 
manner was magnetic—his style pure and 
lofty—his diction brilliant and abundant— 
and his delivery impassioned—and the im- 
pression al waysincreasing and inspiring. He 
was a born orator—just as he wasa born 
leader. That he would have had a national 
reputation before he was thirty years of age 
is not doubted by those who knew the 
power and equipment of his youth. 
THE ‘CHEVALIER BAYARD’ OF LEE’S ARMY. 
No soldier in American arms ever made a 
record that surpassed in audacity and suc- 
cess the one worked out by Gordon. Ree- 
ognized from the first, as the very devil in 
a fight, thence always selected when possi- 
ble to lead forlorn hopes. He never 
launched his troops — a point that he 
did not carry. is mili career 
started in this city. He reac Atlanta 
in 13860 at the head of a company known as 
the “Raccoon Roughs.” A fi 
sented him by the ladies an 
in a little speech that went 
the classics of the day. Elected major of the 
regiment in which his companions were 
placed, he was made colonel upon its reor- 
nization.

At length a fifth ball struck Gordon full 
in the face, and enteringhis cheek knocked 
him senseless. He fell, and for some time 
his p trate body was wrapped in the 
smoke of battle. - 
, A CURIOUS STORY. 
We hear from General Gordon’s own lips 
a story that, in a metaphysical point, 
is exceedingly interesting. He 
says that when he fell he was 
utterly incapable of moving. He gradually 
began to think of his condition, and this is 
the half-dream and half-soliloquy that he car- 
riedon. ‘‘I have been struck in the head with 
a six-pound solid shot. It has carried away 
my head. On the left side there is a little 
piece of skull left. But the brain is gone en- 
tirely. Therefore, | am dead. And yet ] 
am thinking. How can a man think with 
his head shot off? And if I am thinking, I 
cannot be dead. And yet no man can live 
after his head is shot off. I may have con- 
sciousness while dead, but not motion. If 
I can lift my leg, then I amalive. I will 
try that. Can I? Yes, there it is; lifted 
up! I’m all right!” 
The general says that every stage of this 
soliloquy is indelibly stamped on his mind, 
and that in his exhausted state the reasoning 
was carried on ax lovically as ever man rea- 
soned at hisdiesak. Doubt succeeded argu- 
ment and argument displaced doubt just as 
logically as could be. He says he wil nove 
forget with what anxiety he made the test of 
lifting his leg—with what agony he waited 
to see whether or not it would move in re- 
sponse to his effort, and how he hesitated 
before trying it for fear that it might fail 
and his death be thereby demonstrated. 
A BRILLIANT AND MASTERLY MANEUVER. 
From the 2ndof May, 1864, Gordon was 
engaged in almost incesant fighting all sum- 
mer, and made himself famous throughout 
the army. On the 5th of May he executed 
@ maneuver new in the practice of war, 
startling in its audacity and an inspiration 
in its suddenness. Gordon was on the 
left of the army on the Fredericksburg 
road. He was commanding Lawton’s o! 
brigade, having won his general's stars 
at Sharpsburg. Being ordered to carry a 
potas in front of his command, he dashed 
orward. As usual he swept everything be- 
fore him. He soon found that he had 
broken through the enemy’s lines, and was 
alone with his brigade behind the federals. 
It was adesperate case. All that the enemy 
had to do was to close in around the devoted 
Georgians and capture them. Gordon com- 
rehended the situation and as quick as 
lightning determined to make a desperate 
fight for liberty. He wheeled his men back to 
back, their forces turned towards the flanks 
of the federals through which they had just 
torn their way. Then ordering a charge. 
his brigade divided half and half, falling 
like lightning upon the torn and disordered 
flanks ofthe enemy. The surprise was com- 
plete and the rout was perfect. The Geor- 
ians rushed uy the opposite flanks of the 
ederals, slaughtering, capturing, dispersing 
as fast as they could go. Regiment after 
regiment attempted to wheel and face them, 
but Gordon would hurl his men on them 
before they culd make the turn 
and scatter them with a sin- 
gle blow. We captured one regiment en- 
tire and took thousands of prisoners. We 
killed two brigadier-generals and captured 
two more. For over one mile his menswept 
down the lines of the enemy, utterly break. 
ing them, and he withdrew only at night- 
all. 
On the 12th of May he made that remark- 
able movement against Hancock, which 
gained for him the title of 


‘‘ THE MAN OF THE 12TH OF MAY.” 

General Lee, who had already recom- 
mended Gordon for promotion, at once 
telegraphed that he must be at once made a 
major-general, and that his commission must 
date from the 12th of May. The promotion 
was made but the war department, not ap- 
preciating the significance of the day, dated 
it the 16th of May. 

These are simple specimen lines from 
Gordon’s war history. There is no man's 
career so abundant with dramatic episodes. 
The incideuts of his soldier-life are in the 
histories. The soldeir who said, “I never 
= e hear Gordon speak beforea battle.’

GORDON AFTER THE WAR. 

At the cose of the war the people of Geor- 
gia turned to Gordon with almost unanimous 
acclaim. He held the first standard raised 
by the democrary of Georgia, and led the 
campaign against Bullock. Awakening the 
people with his magic eloquence from the 
sullen apathy into which the advice of 
other leaders had put them, he gave the 
Georgia democracy its first prestige and or- 
ganization. As brave and as dauntless in 
the canvass as he had been in the field, he 
was everywhere wed ba the federal bayonets 
—rallying the people to stand up for their 
rights—denouncing the villainies of the re- 
publican party. 

A GREAT CONTEST.
